THE: STRIKE IN PHILADELPHIA..

It has bee n been n.uny years since thin city 
htiH experienced such turbulent times as 
prevailed this week during the strike of the 
street ca • employes. 
The rioting which 


resulted In the destruction of cars was done 
by youn;' luds and not by the strikers. 
While UK re are 2,500 policemen in the cily, 
yet the territory to bo guarded is so great 
and the points of attack so uncertain that it 
is impossible to guard against an uprising 
nt all pine us and to quickly quell it when it 
occurs. A few policemen are powerless in 
a mob anil realizing that opposition on their 
part only serves to aggravate the crowd, the 
patrolmen were very cautious about pro- 
voking an assault upon themselves. In some 
instances this was constructed to be due to 
indifference on the part of the officer;, but 
that was not really the case. 


The stale authoiities had fully made up

best national guard in the Union and it would 
be a reflection upon it as well as upon 
Governor Hastings to permit Federal instead 
of state troops to quell a riot. At very short 
notice there could bo turned into Philadel- 
phia such an array of infantry, cavalry and 
aitillury us would simply astound the riot- 
ers. \\ hile roughs do not fear the club of a 
policeman they have a very wholesome re- 
gard for the musket of the soldier and a few 
armod gu.'irds on each, car would speedily 
have cloned the way. 


The strikers have the entire sympathy of 


the great mass of the citizens of Philadel- 
phia, who ara indignant at the Union Tract- 
ion olbcers because they have been deprived 
of rights nnd privileges without reason. No 
matter wh it may be the result of the strike 
which alone will affect the niotormen and 
conductor1-, tlio fight against the corporation 
will be kept up by the people until the free 
transfer privileges of which they have been 
deprived are restored. The quarrel was 
provoked by the ntluirrs of till! company and 
they have only themselves to blurao for the 
conseqenccs. This is the opinion of nearly 
all citueni- who have no financial interest in 
the street railway companies. The people 
have been given lower rates of postage, lower 
telegraphic rates, lower fares upon the steam 
railroads, wages are not as high as prevailed 
sonic yoaro ago and they have a right to 
expect lower rates of transportation upon 
the street ':ars. 
Low fares has proved to be 


profitable in other cities and it is only a 
question of time when they will prevail in 
Philadelphia. Thn railway officers have 
tried in vain to make the people believe that 
they are magnanimous because they liave 
paved the streets, but in doing so they have 
simply doiie what they were bound to do 
under the terms of the ordinances giving 
them the franchises. 
They have tried to 


inforcc ten cent fares from Frankford and 
other points within the city limits and when 
(lie passengers rebelled and absolutely re- 
fused citlitT to leave luo cars ojL_atvB uo 
extra fares the officers have abandoned their 
tactics and announced that they will carry 
the passengers for a single fare, but in doing 
this they are again merely doing what they 
arc by law obligated to do. The people are 
in no mood to be fooled and knowing their 
rights they mean to have them even if the 
struggle has to be kept up until the Legis- 
lature meets in 1807.

IN it For The Public Interest 1 


I notice by the report of the last meeting 


of the Borough Council that it was resolved 
that no bids for a certain piece of work, 
estimated to cost nearly 81,000, would be 
received fi om any non-resident of the bor- 
ough. 
Nnw I am fully in favor of encour- 


aging locul enterprise in every way con- 
sistent with the public interest, but it is to 
me at lenst, an open question, whether it 
is for the idvantage of our town to practic- 
ally create a "ring" of favored bidders 'by 
thus restricting the field from which bids 
for public work can be invited. The follow- 
ing item taken from the "Ledger" of the 
13th inst., shows what is thought of this 
practice in Philadelphia : 


A QUEER OlimXANCE. 


Council's Committee on Municipal Govern- 


ment yesterday took up the following rather 
remarkable ordinance, which was introduced 
by Mr. Uppcrman : That hereafter no bids 
shall be entertained and no contracts shall 
be awarded for public work of any kind 
whatever (whether new work or repairs), 
and aiqy contract made for new works, 
repair, or for materials and supplies for the 
city shall be restricted to residents and real 
estate owners in the city of Philadelphia. 


When it was read Chairman Bucholzsaid : 


To my mind that ordinance is clearly un- 
constitutional. 


Mr. Audenried said: 
It is plainly 


illegal. 


Mr. Bucholz suggested that the City 


Solicitor be asked for his opinion of it, but 
it was decided to save the Solicitor the 
trouble by reporting it negatively. 


It is not for one unlearned in the law to 


express nn opinion as to the legality or 
otherwise of the action of T,own Council as 
above referred to, but I think there can be 
but one opinion about it among thinking 
people, and that is that such a course, how- 
over plautible it may appear, if it be made a 
precedent for future legislation, cannot but 
conflict with the public interest for the 
reason stated.

THE INSTITUTIONS OF THE PAST 


AND THE! PRESENT. 


A R«vitw of tile Town from Its Earliest 


Settlement, 200 ytant ago, to the pres- 
ent time. Its Km ]y Settler*, It* Fnlro, 
lt« Clmrellei, Markets, Mills ami Fact- 
ories.

N DECEMBER 20th, 1095, just 


two hundred years ago, Anthony 
Burton and Thomas Brock pur- 
chased, and afterwards staked 


out in streets and building lots, the land 
upon which the borough of Bristol now 
stands. 


The little collection of log cabins which 


were erected in the years that closely fol- 
lowed by the settlers upon the banks of our 
beautiful river, have been gradually super- 
eeiicd by the substantial and comfortable 
residences that today meet the eye. 
The 


hardy pioneers of two hundred years ago 
who with axe and cleaver cleared the land 
and erected their unpretentious habitations 
have given place to another class of people 
who know nothing of the toil, privations 
and hardships which were endured by those 
whopreceded them. 


The site of Bristol is on a grant of 240 


acres by Sir Edmund Androt to Samuel 
Clift, made in 1681. 
Clift left rte tract to 


his son-in-law, John Young, in 1682. Young 
sold it in 1GU5 to John Brock and Anthony 
Burton for £90. In 1097 the Provincial 
Council, in accordance with survey and 
draft submitted to them ordered a town to 
be laid out, and on November 14th, 1720, 
Bristol was incorporated into a borough by 
Letters 1'atent from the Crown. 
The peti- 


tion for the incorporation was dated 1715, 
but was not granted until the date above 
named. 


The first burgesses of the newly made 


borough were Joseph Bond aud John Hall. 
The first High Constable was Thomas Clift. 


Bristol owes its origin to the desire of the j 


earliest settlers in the lower part of Bucks 
county, and especially those in what was 
once called Buckingham township (now 
Bristol) to establish a market town for the 
county. Two priviledges were granted to 
Bristol by its ancient charter, namely the 
markets and fairs. The markets were al- 
lowed every Thursday and the fairs twice a 
year, and two days each. 
Whenever the 


fairs were held they were the centime of at- 
traction. The buying and selling of general 
merchandise and of live stock brought 
crowds to the town from all the country 
round anil it was also a season of great jol- 
lification. 
While some attended them for 


the purposes of barter and sale the great 
majority were there for fun and hilarity. It 
is recorded that horse racing, gambling, 
drinking and stealing prevaled to an alarm- 
ing extent. On the last day of these fairs 
the masters allowed their negro slaves to 
attend, aud they, too, had a jubilee. 
The 


«.*<u wa-i-oiwtjugcimercu -wi lutrbo- 


popular gatherings at last became so great 
that on the 10th of November, 1773, tie 
Burgess and Council resolved that the fail- 
was useless on account of the large number 
of stores, and that the "debauchery, idleness; 
and druukeness consequent on the meeting 
of the lowest class of people together is a 
real evil, and calls for redress." They had 
no authority however to abolish them, as 
they were granted in the charter, so the 
legislature was applied to, and the relief 
asked for was given in 1790. 


In 1715, the year when the application 


was made for the incorporation, of Bristol, 
Alexander Graydon, Esq., visited Bristol, 
and in his memoirs says :. "The great road 
leading from Philadelphia to New York, 
skirting the inlet at the head of which 
stands the mills, and theuce turning short 
to the left along the Delaware, formed the 
principal street, called Mill street, 120 
perches long and 3 perches wide. This was 
the only street marked by a continuity of 
baildings. A few other streets were opened 
from the main one, on which here and there 
stood an humble dwelling." He say a at a 
corner of one of these streets stood a Quaker 
meeting house and at a mor* remote spot a 
small Episcopal church, "whose lonely grave 
yard with its surrounding woody scenery 
might have furnished an appropriate theme 
for such a muse as Grays." 


Bristol was the first seat or justice in 


Bucks county. In 17.05 the Assembly au- 
thorized the erection of a court house. 
It 


was a two story brick 24x34 and had a 
whipping post ottached. A beam extended 
from the gable to be used as a gallows in 
case an execution was ordered. 
The upper 


room was used as a court room, and the 
lower one as a prison. 
The building stood 


on Cedar street in the lot now owned by W. 
H. Booz. 


The Bath Springs were among the earliest 


attractions of Bristol. 
Discovered in 1700, 


the water was resorted to for its medicinal 
properties, by persons from all parts of the 
country. The celebrated Dr. Bush, of Phil- 
adelphia, in a paper read in 1773 before the 
Philadelphia Historical Society, highly rec- 
ommended them as posessiug great curative 
properties. In 1810 a grand national ball 
was held at the Springs, in which a large 
attendance 
of notables from 
this and 


foreign 
countries 
was 
present. 
The 


buildings at 
the Springs 
have 
grad- 


ually been allowed to decay and today 
there is no mention made of them either at 
home or elsewhere. 


Another old institution of Bristol were 


the mills on Mill street, now owned by J. 
and A. Dorrance. 
They were built by Sam- 


uel Carpenter in 1701. 
Then vessels from 


the river sailed up to the door to load and 
unload their cargoes. 
The mills are now 


idle, and the large trade they once enjoyed 
has gone elsewhere. 


The Friends were the pioneers in the re- 


ligious element in Bristol. 
The records 


show that as early as 1704 they had 'an or- 
ganization here. The Meeting-house on the 
corner of Market and Wood streets, was 
erected in 1710; it was repaired in 1738 
and enlarged in. 1763. 
The brick and s 


portion of other material used in its con- 
struction was obtained from England. 


St. James' Episcopal Church was built in 


1711 by, the Society for the "Propogation of 
the Gospel in Foreign Lands. Anthony 
Burton gave the ground and Queen Anne 
the silver service, which was stolen in after 
year*. 


The M. B. Church was the next one built. 


It was erected in 1803, enlarged in 1827, 
rebuilt in 1844, and this year a large and 
imposing stone edifice is being erected to 
accommodate the large congregation that 
worships within its walls. 


St. Mark's Roman Catholic Church was 


first built in 1845. 
It was twice destroyed 


by fire and rebuilt. 


The Presbyterian Church was built in 


1344 and enlarged in 1872. 


The Baptist Church was built in 1852. 
The first public school building was erec- 


ted in 1837 on Wood street. The second in 
1852 
on Otter street. The third on Wash- 


ington street, and the fourth on Bath street, 
aud the fifth, the handsome High School 
building on the corner of Wood and Mulber- 
ry-streets, was erected last year. 


St. Mark's parochial school, on Radcliffe 


street, was built in 1887. 


There are three halls in Bristol. The 


Masonic building on Cedar street was erected 
in 1802 
Washington Hall, corner of Rad- 


cliffc and Walnut streets, the home of the I. 
0. 0. F., in 1847; and Mohican Aall, bought 


That remarkable looking edifice standing 


in the middle of Market street and facing 
Radcliffe street and known as the Town 
Hall, has a history. 
It was built in 1831 in 


order to secure $200 which was left by Sam- 
uel Scottcn to the borough to aid in the pur- 
chasing of a town clock. 
By the terms of 


the will it was necessary that the building 
should be erected before the first of Janu- 
ary, 1832. 
It was roofed in on the 31st of 


December, 1831 — just in time. 
The cost of 


its erection, the clock and incidental expen- 
ses incurred to secure the $200 was $3781. 


The Farmers National Bank is one of the 


landmarks in Bristol. 
It is the oldest Bank 


in Bucks county. It was chartered in 1814. 
It was first located at Hulmeville. John 
Hulme was iU first president and George 
Harrison its first cashier. The Bank re- 
mained in Hulmeville until 1830, when it 
was removed to Bristol and located in Dr. 
Pursell's building on Mill street adjoining 
the post office. 
In 1833 it was removed to 


its present location. The building it "no «r 
occupies was built in 1818 by James Craig, 
of Philadelphia, for a summer residence at a 
cost of $15,000. 


The opening of the Delaware Division of 


the Pennsylvania Canal in 1830 from Bris- 
tol to New Hope and its completion to Easton 
in 1832 marked an important era in the his- 
tory of Bristol. It became a great point for 
the shipping of coal to the eastern states. 
Coal wharves lined the 'Delaware from the 
canal basin to Walter Laing's place beyond 
the borough limits, and large quantities of 
coal were shipped, giving employment to 
hundreds of hands at good, wages. 
At times 


twenty vessels, many of them of large ton- 
nage, would be waiting to take in cargoes. 
The captains of these vessels would take in 
their supplies from Bristol storekeepers and 
a thriving and rushing business was trans- 
acted. But there came an end to this season 
of great prosperity. The shipping of coal 
by the Reading Railroad Compauj from 


outlet lock at New Hope, knocked the coal 
trade that had concentrated at Bristol silly. 
The town subsided into a state of extreme 
lethargy. The life was all taken out of it. 
The old residents walked through the quiet 
streets and enjoyed the balmy air of summer, 
and sat around their firesides during the 
fierce blasts of the winter months, and 
Micawber like waited for something to turn 
up. They knew that from its favorable sit- 
uation between the largest cities of the 
United States—New York and Philadelphia 
—its unequalled facilities of transportation, 
its natural advantages of various kinds, that 
the time would come when Bristol's arteries 
would again be pulsating with the throb of 
business life. 


Then the factories came. Employment 


was given to many. 
The town took on new 


life. It began to grow. The fires in iron 
mills were lighted, the ham of the spindles 
was heard, the click of the loom became 
music to the ear of many willing workers 
who had had no opportunity Before, the car- 
penter and mason became busy, and an-air of 
general prosperity again prevailed. 
Since 


1852 many mills and factories have been 
erected, the 
invested capital of which 


amounts to between one and two million of 
dollars. 


The road from Philadelphia to Morris- 


vine, via Bristol, was ordered to be laid out 
by the Provincial Council, at a meeting held 
in Philadelphia November 19,1686. It was 
called the King's Highway, and was the first 
public rood laid out that ran through Bucks 
county. Upon the bed of this road was 
built the Bristol and Frankford turnpike, 
incorporated in 1803. 
The turnpike was 


commenced in 1804 and finished to Bristol 
in 1810 and completed to Morrisville in 
1812 at a cost of $209,300. The mile stones 
placed along the road had in addition to 
the figures placed upon them the letter "I" 
so that travelers might know how many 
turnpike miles they had traveled. 
The 


only old mile stone now standing in Bristol 
is opposite the GAZETTE office on the corner 
of Radcliffe and Walnut streets. 


In 1773 Charles Bessonett of Bristol put 


on a line of stage coaches between Philadel- 
phia and New York, The trip was made in 
two days. After the revolution new lines 
were formed, the most notable of which was 
that of James Reesides, whose famous four 
horse stage line from 'Philadelphia to New 
York was regarded as the acme of comfort 
and speed in those days. His coaches were 
large and comfortable and held twelve pas- 
sengers, and he had a relay of horses every 
ten miles of- the way. 
The trip was made 


in the unprecedented time of ten hours. 
The fare was six dollars. 


Fitch's steamboat was the first vessel pro- 


pelled by steam on the Delaware. The first 
trip was from Philadelphia to Burlington. 
As she was making her landing the boiler 
exploded creating consternation among her 
passengers and discouragement to those who 
had given pecuniary aid to the enterprise. 
She was floated back to Philadelphia, a new 
boiler was obtained and in October 1778 she 
made a trip to Trenton and return the same 
day. 
She made several trips but some ac- 


cident "to the machinery happened each 
time and she was finally abandoned, aud 
allowed to rot at a dock at Kensington. 


The Phoenix was the next boat that es- 


sayed to compete with the stage lines. She 
commenced her trips in 1809 and made 
daily trips between Philadelphia and Bris- 
tol. Since then between thirty and forty 


•™|foats have regularly run on the river 


a Bristol and Philadelphia. 


"FaA railroad came to Bristol iu 1834. The 
track was-miide of flat, 'iron bara laid on 
North Carolina stringers. 
The first train 


of cars run on the road was from Trenton to 
Bristol, drawn by horses. 
It run down 


Market street to Radcliffe and passengers to 
Philadelphia took the steamboat at the foot 
of Market street. The first locomotive was 
run on the road in 1834. 
The present su- 


porh service given by the Pennsylvania 
railroad is a vastly different one from that 
of 1834. 


Bristol's hotels deserve a place in this 


sketch of Bristol's history. The first petit- 
ion for a license to keep a public house in 
Bristol was made by Thomas Brock in 1705, 
who states in his petition that he had re- 
sided in the county for a number of years 
and has been engaged in keeping a public 
house. In 1728 three others made applica- 
tion to keep public houses. 
The Buckley 


house was built in 1736. 
It was still stand- 


ing in 1853 and was known as "Willis 
House." 
It was located on Radcliffe street 


.where the .residences ef Mrs. Nesbit., and 
Phifip'-HaTzeli now are. 
The old "Buckley" 


was used as a bake house for American sol- 
diers while quartered in Bristol. 
Lafayette 


spent some time within its walls while re- 
covering from a wound received at the bat- 
tle of Brandy wine. 


In 1768 Mrs. Rachel Jackson located in 


in Bath street on the site now occupied by 
the Closson House, reoeived a license. Rob- 
ert Reese to keep the Rising Sun on Mill 
street, John Dowdney to keep the King of 
Prussia at the corner of Mill and Pond sts., 
and Charles Bessonett, the George the Third, 
at the foot of Mill street, now the Delaware 
House, also received licensee about the same 
time. 
In 1785 Archibald MoElroy built the 


Cross Keys and kept an excellent hotel. 
The building is now occupied by >. Weir 
Gilkeson, the real estate agent, and the 
Presbyterian parsonage. 
In 1790 the Ris- 


ing Sun property having been sold to the 
Bristdl Mills for a private residence, a li- 
cense to keep a hotel, on the site of Fine's 
Railroa'd House was eranted. 
In 1824 a 
public house waa opened at the foot of Mill 
street, on the site now occupied by John 
Jeffries' restaurant. 


In 1838 Benjamin Blinn opened a temper- 


ance house now occupied by Mrs. Silbert's 


In 1854 Archibald Vanhorn opened 


the Farmers Hotel on Bath street and in 
1857 William Early opened the Exchange 
Hotel, now the Closson House. 


Bristol's population is now estimated at 


7000. There are about 1500 houses in the 
town. In 1806 Bristol contained 90 houses. 
By the census of 1800 the population was 
511. 
The population of Bristol has always 


exceeded that of any other borough in the 
county, and to-day it stands unrivalled in 
this rsspect by any of the numerous bor- 
oughs within the county's territory. 


Much of the growth of Bristol can be at- 


tributed to its building associations. The 
first one organized in Bristol was the second 
one in the state. It was formed on February 
22nd, 1847. Joshua V. Buckman was elected 


C. iieitfy, treasurer; and Lewis P. Kinsey, 
Charles T. Iredell, Walter Laing, Joshua 
Fell, Jonathan Milnor, John Dorrance, L. A. 
Hoguet and William Hawk, directors. These 
aids to house building became deservedly 
popular, and many a worthy man who other- 
wise would be without a home that he could 
call his own, has been assisted in the pur- 
chase of a comfortable dwelling.

tol, the Union, the Fidelity and the Mer- 
chants & Mechanics. 
All are

managed and the good they have accomp- 
lished in the way of securing homes for 
their shareholders can hardly be estimated, 


Among the other institutions of Bristol 


that, contribute to the prosperity and com- 
fort' of the inhabitants may be mentioned the 
Bristol Improvement Company, that owns 
many of the large mills in the town; the 
Bristol Water Company, the Bristol Gas 
Light Company, the Bristol Electric Light. 
and Power. Company, the Jefferson Land 
Association and the Bristol Library. There 
areS>lBO 'five efficient fire companies, which 
are promptly in line whenever their services 
are required, and a Bristol Cemetery Land 
Company, which provides a proper place for 
the burial of the dead. 


Bristol to-day is a favored spot. While in 


the west the cyclones howl and devastate, 
and in the north the ice and snow-bound in- 
habitants can only venture forth in the win- 
ter with the utmost discomfort, and in the 
south the sun's fierce rays take all the vigor 
from its inhabitants, the people of Bristol 
seldom find the air too hot in the summer or 
too cold in the winter to pursue their cus- 
tomary avocations. 


Its location upon the great highway of 


commerce and travel between the great cities 
of New York and Philadelphia, being within 
two hours reach of the former and 35 min- 
utes of the latter makes it a most, desirable 
one. The advantages of these cities are as it 
were brought to our very doors, while we 
can have at the same time all the comforts 
of a suburban home. The broad and beauti- 
ful Delaware river, that natural artery of 
trade upon which sails so many craft of all 
descriptions, is also a source of pleasure. 
In summer boating parties enjoy its charms, 
and in winter oft-times can be seen hundreds 
upon hundreds of merry skaters flashing 
their shining skates over the glistening ice. 


Space will not permit us to go further into 


detail in the interesting history of this an- 
cient borough. Much might be written that 
has been left unsaid. The historical facts 
given in this article have been gathered in a 
great measure from Bache's History of Bris- 
tol, published in 1853, Davis' History of 
Bucks County, the communications to the 
GAZETTE of the late William Kinsey, and the 
official records of Bristol borough. We only 
desire to add that the business houses of 
Bristol to-day are fully adequate to the 
needs of the town.

UNDEB BALLS OP HBE. 


Maklnr Repair! by the Light of • Plie- 


£leotrio Storm. 


One of the most remarkable eleotrica! 


storms nt sea, which probably seemed in 
tonslfled by reason of the fact that a cargo 
of Spanish iron ore passed through It, was 
experienced by the British steamship Mer 
vedes, which arrived at Philadelphia re 
oently from Bilbao. On the Grand Banks 
of Newfoundland during the nights o 
Deo. 3 and 4 the ocean appeared like a 
mighty mass of flames or an endless stretch 
of prairie flros. Balls of electric fire hlssec 
and exploded In all directions and dartec 
among the vessel's masts and rigging. 


The Mercedes' escape from going down 


on Deo. 1 seemed little short of a miracle 
She waa struck by a south southwest gale 
which was accompanied by eeas rolling 
fearfully high. During the height of th 
storm a huge deck derrick, weighing many 
tons, was torn loose from its fastenings 
and swept overboard, leaving a hole in the 
vessel's deck through which the water ran 
Into the cargo. lu Its course It oa.rf le< 
nwav the main , tonmaat. which w»»_ also 
of iron j part of the flying bridge, Ineafter 
winch and part of tbe deck fittings. The 
decks were flooded with tons of water, thi 
iblp rolled at an angle of 70 degrees, and 
the sea broke In all directions, filling the 
oabln and the officers' quaiters, 


Soon afterward tbe storm partially sub 


elded, when the electrical fire appeared In 
all directions. It hung in big balls for 
two nights from the masts and fore ant 
aft stays and practically turned night into 
day. 
As tho big fire balls came together 


they would burst with a loud report upon 
the vessel and disappear. Under this light 
at night such temporary repairs were made 
aa were deemed necessary to reach port. 


Captain Tait of the Mercedes stated that 


the passage was one of the most trying ex- 
periences of his life. 
The rolling ant 


lurching of the vessel in the storm and tbe 
fury of the gales were terriflo in the viciu 
ity of 86 degrees longitude. Only the he- 
roic work of the officers and orew savec 
the vessel, as all tbe shipping men about 
the Maritime Exchange agreed. — Philadel- 
phia Record.

time ago that the American liberty bell 
should ba put on exhi bltion at the World's 
(air to bo held In 1896 in the City of Mex- 
ico.

with the proposition that Mexico should 
get a liberty bell of her own. 
The hint 


bore the traces of inspiration, and the 
community waa immediately aflame with 
the bell fever.

particular bell was rung upon the occasion 
Of Mexico gaining her independence, but 
It was established beyond peradventure 
that there were bells in Mexico at that 
memorable date. An eminent scholar In 
one of the Interior cities made a long and 
laborious search of the national archives, 
resulting In the discovery that before, at 
the time or eoon after the federal inde- 
pendence, any one of n dozen bells might 
have been rung. The populace went wild 
over this important revelation, and it was 
the unanimous voice of the nation that if 
the bells were not rung when slavery's 
shackles were unfettered, at airy rate they 
ought to-b&ve been. .And therefore Alex- 
loo must have its liberty bell. ""^, •?' 


At this particular juncture a fervid poet 


paraphrased the classics and let drop a 
motto that was greedily seized npon by 
the people. "Ant oampauam invenlam, 
aut faclam," he sang, and, taking up the 
cry, the populace swore they would eithet 
find a bell or make one. 


In order that no time should be wasted, 


with the national exhibition only a few 
months off, It became necessary to prepare 
for both alternatives. Several enthusias- 
tic gentlemen charged themselves with the 
duty" of supplying the national want by 
having a nice, clean liberty bell made to 
order. This much assured, a group of 
none the less arduous patriots have set to 
• work to frustrate the labors bf the other 
party by finding just such an old bell as 
would fill the bill to perfection.—New 
York World.

The Irrefltatlble Fascination of Seeming 


Paradoxes — Why Do We See Everything 
Cpulile Down?— Is Seeing Good Beaton 
For Bellevlnc? 


Fact being stranger than fiction, there 


will always be, as there always has boon, 
a "queer sido of things" — a region quite 
as fertile in surprises as that explored by 
Alice in Wonderland. 
Tho difficulty is 


not so much to know how to select as to 
know where to begin in the way of illus- 
tration. 


Curiously enough, not a few scientific 


paradoxes are to bo found in tho economy 
of human vision. Thero is that old puzzle 
parados, for example — one which even the 
intellect of a Kepler did not despise — to 
wit, how It is that we see objects erect, 
notwithstanding the well known fact that 
the pictures on the retina of the eye are 
Inverted. Kepler, in his "Supplement to 
Vitellio, " was fain to conclude that the in- 
verted image, somehow or other, but 
chiefly with the aid of the other senses, 
such as that of touch, was "rectified" by 
the judgment of the observer. 
Later 


physiologists have exorcised their ingenu- 
ity over the selfsame problem. 
Quite 


lately, in a scientific journal of no mean 
repute, the position was gravely main- 
tained that tho observer, having really no 
other criterion of up or down than tho evi- 
dence of his own (inverted) vision, upside 
down was really the same thing as down 
side up, or, in other words, erect. 


Another authority in the same medium 


had w atill mowo in0anintiB Bollll.int) -of fche 
difficulty. 
Noticing that the image of a 


lighted candle reflected on th& retina of an 
excised eye appeared to him inverted, he 
reasoned that as his own sense of vision 
perceived the imago thus upside down, 
therefore upon the retina of the percipient 
proper it must really be in exactly the re- 
verse position — namely, erect. A clever 
guess certainly, but one which leaves the 
problem very much as it was before. 
The 


real explanation is apparently the view 
given by Professor Cleland of Glasgow 
university in his "Animal Physiology," 
that the inversion of the retinal image is 
really no reason why tho landscape should 
appear to us inverted and that what we 
perceive Is not the retinal image, but a 
number of sensations excited by it. If we 
are to explain, he adds, why the landscape 
is not seen inverted, we must explain why 
It is not seen inside our heads. But in 
spite of this lucid rationale of erect vision 
— probably tho only true one — a popular 
paradox the que&tion, will doubtless re- 
main, at all events for some time to come. 


He was an acute observer who once re- 


marked, "The more knowledge, the more 
paradox." This would seem to be true 
nowadays, seeing that it is seriously 
doubted In scientific circles if we see with 
our eyes ac all. 
.Piufdnaui iiuuii, c* rouug- 


nized authority on such subjects, contends 
that it is only in a very limited sense that 
we can bo said to see with our eyes, and 
that, in any case, we do not perceive with 
them, this latter function being reserved 
for certain important organs of the brain, 
termed by him the "internal eyes." The 
functions of the retina, Professor Hirth 
maintains, have in the past been very 
gravely overestimated. Should this ap- 
parent paradox be substantiated, it will no 
longer be tho conclusive argument it once 
was considered to bo to aver that anything 
happened because we saw it with "our 
eyes!" 
It maybe added that the above 


paradox is rendered, if possible, still more 
paradoxical when it is soberly affirmed, in 
sundry quarters — among others by Drs. 
Luys and Roscnthal — that it is not impos- 
sible to imagine, theoretically, a state of 
matters in the human organism in which 
ear gate might upon occasion play the part 
of eye gato and vice versa, the discrimina- 
tion of sound from color, etc., depending, 
not upon the external nerve terminations, 
which receive, as we are led to believe, a 
wholly uniform stimulus, but upon the 
central apparatus situated within tho 
- • - 
- " 


a recent commentator, sound might for us 
be literally translated into color, a sonata 
by Beethoven might seem a picture by 
Raphael, and we might enjoy a symphony 
in blue and silver or a nocturne in black 
and gold. 


After such a startling paradox as the 


above we may be pardoned for being some- 
what skeptical of anything connected with 
tho pair of organs which we are accustom- 
ed to call our eyes. And rightly so, for 
paradox once more confronts us hero. Of 
having two eyes most of us are tolerably 
assured. It seems, however, that our re- 
mote ancestors were credibly possessed of 
three, the third being situated at tho back 
of the bead. 
Unfortunately all that re- 


mains to ns of this doubtless highly useful 
organ is represented by the pineal gland, 
a soft body about the size of a pea, situ- 
ated at the base of the brain. This rudi- 
mentary structure, however, in some lower 
forms of life — notably in one kind of lizard 
— has an opening to the light and Is un- 
doubtedly susceptible of visual impres- 
sions. 


Even space itself — empty space, as we 


are accustomed to call it — is no longer a 
void. It literally teems with paradoxes. 
A 32 ton firmstrong gun hurls a solid shot 
a distance of 13 miles, the highest point in 
the are described by the shot being 17,000 
•feet above the earth's surface. 
Imagine, 


now, 
that the projectile, instead of return- 


ing to the earth in a gradually descending 
curve, were to continue its flight into 
what is commonly called infinite space, 
what would be the ultimate result? We 
might naturally conclude that its prolong- 
ed flight would lead it ever farther and 
farther away from the point of departure. 
This, however, is by no means so certain 
as it at first sight appears. 
The refine- 


ments of mathematical investigation have 
led several inquirers to question whether 
the shot might not, of course after a lapse 
of time indefinitely great, return to the 
place from which it was fired from pre- 
cisely the opposite direction, just as a ves- 
sel circumnavigating the globo might sail 
eastward round the Cape of Good Hope, 
returning from the westward, via Cape 
Horn. It all depends upon the essential 
nature of space, whether its "curvature" 
be "zero" or otherwise, andthatis a moot 
point. For the benefit of the curious it 
may be added that the matter mainly 
hinges upon the still undecided question 
whether the three angles of a triangle are 
greater than, equal to or less than two 
right angles — a point which most persons 
believe to have been settled long ago.— 
Chambers' Journal. 


Hard Luck In Alaska, 


Some Indians have been engaged in cut- 


ting cord wood on Admiralty island for the 
Treadwell company for the past year and a 
half. 
Rocently they decided to market 


what they bad out. It was made into a 
raft, and after waiting several weeks for a 
steam launch to tow them to the mill they 
became tired and decided to sail their craft 
across. Sails were put up, and upon en- 
tering tho ohanuel between Admiralty is- 
land and the head of Douglas island n 
storm was encountered wliioh tore their 
raft Into thousands of pieces, tho Indians 
narrowly escaping with their lives' and the 
wood being scattered along the beach for 
40 or BO miles. Nearly 800 cords were in 
the raft, which makes the loss rather se- 
vere on them.—Alaska News.
